Carter has addressed an open letter to the 
general Presbyterian assembly, which meets 
in Dee Moines on May 18, in which he de- 
clarés: 

There never was, these 1s not how, and 
there never will be such a God as the God of 
the Westminster confession. It is an idol 
of man’s invention as truly as any worshiped 

in Delhi, Peking, or Africa.” ' 

Dr. Carter's letter comes from Rome, where 
he is at present with an invalid som Heisan 
old man who has for more then thirty years 
been a minister of the Presbyterian church. 
Some years ago he gave up his charge in 
order to devote the closing years of his life to 
4 fight against “ scholastic theology and 
the Westminster confession. 


Will Create Stir in Assembly. 


The reading of his letter at the eral 
sembly in Des Moines is e eee 
the bitterest controversy on a subject which 
has stirred the ministry more than once. 

Dr. Carter's first outspoken attack on the 
Westminster confession nearly three years 
aso moved the church to its depths. After a 
controversy that extended over a period of 
m , which for a time threatened to result 
in the trial of Dr. Carter for heresy, the mat- 
ter was allowed to drop. This time it is ex- 
pected that the general assembly will take 
definite action both on the subject of the 
Westminster confession and Dr. Carter. 

Dr. Carter calls his letter to the general as- 
sembly “ a protest and a confession.” It was 
discussed at a special meeting of the presby- 
tery of Nassau at Jamaica, L. I., today, which 
decided to leave action upon it to the general 
assembly. 


Appeals to Moneety of Ministry. 

The letter is as follows: 

Fathers and Brethren: 

“The presbytery of Nassau overtured the 
general assembly a year ago, asking that 
the brief statement of doctrine be substi- 
tuted for the Westminster confession as the 
confession of our church, By a practically 
unanimous vote the general assembly re- 
jected this overture and retained the West- 
minster confession. By this action of the 
assembly many min ster: 
declare thelr ae mes of a confession 
which they do not ges belle ve, and many 
of our best members to acknowledge a creed 
of which they are ashamed: I appeal from 
this action of the assembly to the manliness 
and honesty of the ministry and membership 
of the Presbyterian church. 

Many years ago when I was ordained to 
the ministry of the gospel I declared in the 
most solemn mannér that I believed the 
Westminster confession to be the truth of 
God. I now in an equally solemn manner de- 
clare that I do not believe it to be the truth 
of God; that I utterly reject it as a setting 
forth of the character of the heavenly father. 


God of Confession a False God. 


There never was, there is not now, and 

there never will be such a God as the God of 
the Westmineter confession. It is an idol 
of. man’s invention as truly as any wor- 
shipped in Delhi, Pekin, or Africa. I be- 
lieve that the great and true God is infinitely 
and exquisitely good and gracious; that the 
one thing that we can neither fully receive 
nor declare is the boundless love of God; 
that all the noblest exhibitions of human 
love are but bright and beautiful parka from 
that intense and divine fame—the love that 
through ages and generations has been lead- 
ing men by the fullest wisdom and most ten- 
der providence to heights of knowledge, love, 
and boundless hope that far transcend all 
human thought. 
‘oT. uft up this overwhelming divine love 
before my fellow men, believing that this 
alone will draw all men unto Him. I believe 
that the Westminster confession darkens 
and denies this great love of God, and should 
not be retained as a confession oy any 
church today and that our church is false to 
ite greatest duty of being a true witness for 
God so long as it retains this confession. 

“I send this protest and confession to the 
clerk of the general assembly and I invoke 
upon it the blessing of Almighty Godand the 
kindly judgment of all honest men.“ 


“Biggest of All Big Lies.“ 


For years Dr. Carter has been a moving 
spirit in a movement to secure the revision 
or abolition of the Westminster confession. 
Some half dozen years ago the controversy 
almost disrupted the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church in Scotland. The in- 


| terpretation of God in the Westminster con- 


fession, which is the fundamental basis of the 
Presbyterian creed, has been criticised again 
and again, though seldom in so emphatic a 
manner as by Dr. Carter. His letter recalis 
a statement made by him on the eve of his 
departure for Italy, when he said: 

“To me this whole subject is a matter of 
truth or falsehood. To my own mind the 
character of God, as portrayed in our received 
confession, simply is false. And the matter 
appears to be of the greatest importance be- 
cause I believe the biggest and worst lie of 
all the big, bad lies of the world is a He about 
God.” 

Vindication Instead of Heresy Trial. 

In September of 1904 Dr. Carter made his 
first public attack on the Westminster con- 
feesion In an open letter to the presbytery of 
Nassau which attracted wide attention. In 
the letter Dr. Carter assailed certain doc- 
trines “ received by the church, but not gen- 
erally believed,” as he said. The reading of 
the letterata Presbyterian meeting in Oyster 
Boy precipitated a discussion over the state- 
ments it contained. 

The controyv extended over the period 
intervening between the Oyster Bay meet- 
ing and the next meeting held in Jamaica in 
December. It was believed that for the pen- 
ning of the letter Dr. Carter hight be tried 
for heresy, but, after appearing before the 
presbytery of Nassau and making an eloquent 
appeal for truth and the dropping of all mis- 
statements, however time honored, he tri- 
umphed in that, instead of trying him for 
heresy, the presbytery voted to overture the 
general assembly to drop the Westminster 
confession and substitute the brief statement 
of the reformed faith i

FERRIS WHEEL IS BLOWN UP. 


Wonder of Two World’s Fairs Is 
Wrecked by Dynamite. 


Inglorious Finish of America’s Rival 
| of Eiffel Tower. 


Blown to pleces by a monster charge of 
dynamite, the Ferris wheel came to an 
ignominious end yesterday at St. Louis, after 
a varied career of thirteen years. At its 
ending it was unwept and unsung. . 

Constructed as one of the engineering feats 
of a century, the wheel first was a feature of 
the Chicago world’s fair in 1893. 

Then for a long period of monumental and 
unprofitable Inactivity it towered in an 
amusement park at North Clark street and 
Wrightwood avenue. It finally was removed 
to St. Louis to form for the second time the 
huge mechanical marvel of a great exposi- 
tion. a 

For more than a month heavy wagons 
laden with the 4,600 tons of steel entering 
into its construction lumbered through Chi- 
cago’s streets. 


Giant Wheel Fights for Life. 

The old wheel, which had become St. Louis’ 
white elephant, died hard. It required 200 
pounds of dynamite to put it out of business. 
The first charge was exploded under the sup- 
ports at the north side of the structure, 
wrecking its foundation and permitting the 
wheel to,drop to the ground, a matter of but 
a few feet. 

As the wheel settled it slowly turned, with 
its bottom as a support, and then after tot- 
tering a moment like a huge giant in dis- 
tress, it collapsed, slowly. It did not fall 
to one side, as the wreckers planned—it mere- 
ly crumpled up slowly. Within a few min- 
nutes it was a tangled mass of steel and iron 
thirty or forty feet high. 

The huge axle, weighing seventy-four tons, 
dropped slowly with the remnants of the 
wheel, crushing the smaller braces and steel 
frame work. When the mass stopped set- 
tling it bore no resemblance to the wheel 
which was 80 familiar to Chicago and St. 
Louis and to 7,500,000 amusement seekers 
from all over the world, who, in the days 
when it was in operation, made the trip to the 
top of its heighth of 264 feet and then slowly 
around and down to the starting point. 

Following the blast that wrecked the 
Wheel, but which failed to shatter its foun- 
dations, came an explosion of another charge 
of 100 pounds of dynamite. The sticks were 
sunk in holes drilled in the concrete founda- 
tions that supported the pillars on the north 
giae ot the wheel. 


Wonder of Two Continents. 

The wheel was the wonder of two con- 
tinents, by reason of its cost of $360,000, its 
dimensions, and its utter uselessness. It was 
the rival of the Eiffel tower of Paris. Chi- 
cago was glad to get rid of it, and St. Louis 
is said to have witnessed its destruction with 
satisfaction. ö 

George Washington Gale Ferris, president 
of a Pittsburg engineering firm, originated 
the idea of the wheel that bore his name, tak- 
ing the notion from a bicycle and adapting 
the constructive principles of steel bridges In 
its erection. 

Ferris financed the wheel, built it in Pit ta- 
‘burg, erected it at the Chicago Columbian 
exposition, and took in $750,000 at 50 cents a 
ride. Then Ferris took a kaleidoscopie trip 
to Burope. Later he lost all interest in the 
monster, and died in Pittsburg of tubercu- 
losis. He was only 40 years old. 

The stockholders, who had made 100 per 
cent profit out of the wheel in 1893, later 
jeased the ground in North Clark str — 
| short distance north of Wrightwood aven 
and reérected it there. Ferris wheel park 
was not @ Success, and the wheel was 
taken down again and removed to St. 
Louis on June 3, 1903. The cost of taking 
down the wheel was $40,000. Its ruins are

BATTLE ON AN OCRAN LINER, 


Crew of Kaiserin Auguste Vic- 
toria in a Furious Melee, 


Trouble Due to . Bitterness Between 
Rival Nationalities.

LONDON, May 11.—On the arrival of the 

new Hamburg-American liner, Kaiserin Au- 
guste Victoria at Dover today on its first 
voyage ta New York, details of a desperate 
affray which occurred among the crew just 
prior to sailing from Hamburg yesterday 
were obtained from an eye witness. 

There were quite a hundred of the liner’s 
crew engaged in the melee, which was almost 
‘like a pitched battle, and resulted in one man 
being killed, while nine of the most seriously 
injured men had to be landed and taken to 
a hospital, 

Aftermath of a Strike. 

The trouble commenced shortly after mid- 
night on Wednesday, when a large number of 
the crew were gathered on the well deck at 
the fore part of the ship. In consequence of 
the seamen’s strike at Hamburg the crew of 
nearly 600 men is of a mixed composition. 
Among the nationalities included are Eng- 
lishmen, Dutch, Italians, some Chinese, and, 
of course, a great number of Germans. 

The men assembled on the fore part of the 
ship comprised most of these nationalities, 

‘and trouble appears to have arisen through 
‘some strong words on the question of the 
strike. From this the men went on to use 
disparaging epithets concerning the different 
nationalities. Knives were drawn by some 
of the foreign sailors, and almost at once 
the men were a surging, shrieking mob, 


Passengers Had Turned In. 

The eye witness from whom the particulars 
were obtained said: 

“The majority of the passengers had turned 
in for the night, but I was taking a waik 
round the deck in preparation for following 
their example, when I heard a tremendous 
noise forward. I hurried there, as I could 
hear shrieks and cries in English. 

When I got to the well deck lsaw a mass 
of seamen engaged in a tremendous fight. I 
could see the flash of knives, while others 
were striking out with iron bars and all sorts 
of other weapons. It looked to me, and as 
far as I could gather from the shouts and 
cries, that it was a case as if the English-

Fighting Like Demons. 

Men were dropping wounded and groan- 
ing all over the deck. The officers at first 
could do nothing to quell the men, who were 
absolutely infuriated and fighting like de- 
mons. Two of the Englishmen were bodily 
thrown overboard by their opponents, who 
considerably outnumbered them. 

“ Eventually the officers got some of the 
crew from. other parts of the ship, and by 
showing the greatest pluck and determina- 
tion they succeeded in quelling the melee. 
The fight was about the hottest affair any 
one could wish to see. 

““T attempted to part some of the men, but 
got a heavy blow on the jaw for my trouble, 
go I gave it up before I got a knife thrust. 
It appeared to be principally the Italians 
who were using knives, but the blows from 
the iron bars that some of the other men 
were using were things to be avoided.”

There was another reason,“ said Heye. 
There were some things which I had been 
directed to do which I didn’t like to tell about, 
although it wasn’t any of my own wrong- 
doing. 

“Some years ago I signed receipts for 
money by direction of Mr, Fields for traveling 
expenses—I signed my name. I got money, 
but I didn’t keep it myself. I either paid it 
to Mr. Fields or to e he directed me 
it pay it to.“ 


David B. Hill Explains. | 

David B. Hill went before a committee of 
the New York State Bar association today 
and explained his acceptance of a retainer of 
$5,000 a year from the Equitable Life while 
he was a United States senator. He said: 

In 1892 James H. Hyde came to see me 
and stated that, he had been informed that 
I was going to resume the practice of law 
when my time was not occupied in con- 
gress.

FIRE PANIC. AT A CIRCUS, 


PEOPLE IN MAD SCRAMBLE TO 
ESCAPE FROM BURNING TENT. 
Accident Causes Gasoline Tank to Ex- 
plode Daring Performance at New 
Rochelle--Number of Women Faint 
bat Promptness and Coolness of 
Showmen Prevent Loss of Life 
Roaring of Animals Adds to Contu- 

sion—Firemen Put Out Flames. 


New York, May 11.—[Special.j—The mais 
tent of the Frank A, Robbins circus took fire 
tonight during the performance at New 
Rochelle, and the spectators, numbering be- 
tween 2,000 and 8, 000, had a madiscramble for 
their lives. 

There was a trémenaous panic, during 
which a number of women fainted, but, owing 
to the coolness and quick action on the part of 
the oircus men, no lives were lost, although 
many persons tumbled from the high seats 
and were trampled on in the rush for safety, 

The fire communicated to the menagerie 
tent in which the cages of wild animais were 
assembled, and the roaring of the beasts 
added for a time to the general scare. The 
firemen put out the flames before any of the 


animals were injured. 


Gasoline Tank Explodes. 


The fire occurred when the performance 
was about half over. Mme. Requal, a ko: 
male acrobat, was preparing for the dip 
of death and was being pulled up the high 
incline, when the rope caught on the gaso- 
line tank attached to the cluster of lights, 
The tank was overturned and exploded, 
scattering burning gasoline in every direc: 
tion. The ropes supporting the trapezes 
burned up to the tent, which almost instant- 
ly took fire at several places at the top and 
began to burn downward. 

The audience rosé in a mass at the mo- 
ment of the explosion, and everybody began 
to Bhout and scream. The audience was 
almost evenly divided between men, women, 
and children. Those at the lower tiers of 
seats jumped down into the ring and rushed 
in à struggling mob for the main exit. A 
number of persons were knocked down and 

ampled on. 
irks circus employés quickly tore down. the 
side curtains around the tent, thus giving 
everybody a chance to get into the open air. 
Many of those on the high seats Jumped, 

and scores were injured more or less. 


Police Aid in Rescue. 


Meantime pieces of the burning tent were 
falling on the panic stricken audience. A 
squad of police aided the circus hands in 
saving the women and children from being 
crushed to death. 

The firemen also got there in a hurry and 
peured water on the straw, which already 
was burning in the menagerie tent, where 
the animal cages were standing. The ani- 
mals were frightened by the smoke and 
names and the yells of the excited people. 

It was feared some of the béeasts would 
break loose and there was a general rush pelt 
mell to get as far away from the tents as 
possible. The cages at once were hauled 

out of the tent to another part of the grounds. 

The main tent was consumed. A number of 
persons were injured by striking the sup- 
ports when they rell or jumped trom the up- 


per tiers of seats.

Drivers Force Postponement of In- 
terment and Board of Health Be- 
comes Alarmed—Funeral of Child 
Is Mobbed by the Striking Men and 
‘Policemen Are Badly Beaten for 
Attempting te Interfere - Walking 
Delegates Call Other Cabmen Out. 


New York, May 11.—[Special.]—Mobbing 
the funeral of a child was one of the ways.

went on strike this morning, to enforce its 
domanda for increased wages and shorter 
hours. When the funeral was beyond the 
reach of the mob’s sticks and stones Police- 
man Dennis Gleason, who had escorted the 
hearse, fell beneath its fury. He was beaten 
badly and a patrolman named Slessinger, 
who went to his assistance, also was mauled. 


Many Funerals Postponed. 

In two instances funerals were marooned 
at churches by hearse and carriage drivers 
fleeing from the wrath of walking delegates 
Many funerale—estimated as high as 150— 
were postponed until tomorrow in fear of 
trouble and in anticipation that the New 
York Coach Owners’ association, which 
the union is fighting, will have acceded to 
thé etrikers’ demands in the meantime. Of 
the 106 funerals which set out today, only 
thirty-two were finished.

The governing committee of the Western 
union, the large western fire insurance legis- 
lative organization, held a meeting yester- 
day to shape up its plans for making mod- 
erate increases in rates on classes of risks 
that the experience of the combined com- 
panies shows to be unprofitable. The plan 
of the committee is to adjust the rating sched- 


page Se 
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„ ule so that each class of business will pay 


for itself. | 

It can be stated on official authority that 
there will be no flat percentage advance in 
rates in the western field. The New 
York Fire Insugance exchange made a fiat 
advance in itg territory, but the Western 
union has nag ong that conditions west of 
Pennsylvania do not justify a flat increase. 

The companies are now furnishing to the 
governing committee lists of their unprofita- 
ble classes covering an extended period, and 
it is expected that within a few days the 
list of these classes will be ready to be trans- 
mitted to the rating authorities who have in 
charge the detail work of rate making. 


Experts Studying Risks. 

The governing committee has had its ex- 
perts at work in all the western cities and 
larger towns studying the condition of wa- 
ter supply, fire department, building ordi- 
nances, character of buildings and the like 
in order. to determine whether any degree 
of conflagration hazard exists. Bach city 
will be taken up separately, and the confla - 
gration charge, which will be only a moder- 
ate sum, will be placed on each risk that 
contributes to a conflagration. This does 
not include fireproof buildings! and those 
equipped with automatic sprinklers. The 
governing committee finds that the confla- 
gration hazard is much more pronounced 
in some cities than others, and those cities 
which have adequate fire protection and 
modern building ordinances will escape 
lightly. The Chicago board of underwriters 
has not yet held a meeting to decide what 
action will be taken inthe city. ° 

Along with the rate advance, where it is 
found necessary, will come a reduction in 
expenses in the large cities. 


Company’s Records All Burned. 


During the day Marshall & McBihone of 
the Fireman’s Fund Insurance company of 
San Francisco received a telegram from 
President Dutton explaining further the rea- 
son for organizing the Fireman's Fund In- 
surance corporation to succeed the present 
company. He said that all the records have 
been destroyed on which the liability of the 
old company had been recorded, and it would 
require many months before any accurate 
figures could be made. It did not seem ad- 
visable therefore to place the $2,000,000 in 
the old company, although he declared that 
every dollar the present company owes will 
be paid. 

James 8. Fraser of Gordon & Fraser of San 
Francisco, the managers of the Traders’ for 
the Pacifie coast, is in Chicago and said that 
he believed the losses of the Traders’ could be 


It is estimated that the total lability of 
the Traders’, including reinsurance reserve 
and all losses and other obligations, will be 
$4,500,000. It is expected that the receiver 
will be able to pay at least 50 cents on the 
dollar. Insurance men do not pin any faith 
te the talk about reviving the Traders’. Its 
business is scattered to the four winds and 
its agents have already been taken over by 
‘other companies. 

Railroad Men Send Fund. 

The general relief fund grew to $605,605 yes- 
terday with the help of $1,060 from the offi- 
clals and employés of the Illinois Central 
railroad, $175 from various branches of the 
retall grocers and market men, and $1 from 
the Abraham Lincoln club of the Henry

NO YIELDING BY HOUSE. 


Hope That Contterees of b Upper 
Body Will Modify Views by 
Next Week. 


[BY A rar CORRESPONDENT. } 
Springfield, III., May 11.—{Special. }—When 
the conference committee adjourned today 
it was deadlocked. The senate side of the 
joint body had refused to stand for a pro- 
vision in the bill which Speaker Shurtleff and 
the house leaders consider absolutely neces- 
wary for it if the conference report is to be 
adopted by the house, 

This -provision is contained in section 50 
of the Shurtleff bill, or, more accurately, is 
there by inference. It allows county nom- 
inations to be made by plurality vote if the 
county committee of any county desires to 
have the ticket named in that way. This 
permission is granted by not s ing the 
exact method by which county ention 
delegates shall be instruct ed. 

For other delegates, to state, con al, 
and senatorial conventions, it is specified that 


instruct the delegates for candidates, and 
that a majority vote of delegates in conven- 
tion shall nominate. Nothing is said about 
county delegates, thus leaving the field open 
for counties to have direct nominations for 
county officers if they want them. 

The senate members of the conference com- 
mittee refused absolutely to vote for this 
provision. The five house members refuse to 
consider any bill without it, and with the 
committee lined up five to five an adjourn- 
ment was taken until next Monday. 


Senators May Recede. 


Shurtleff and his lieutenants are convinced 
that the method of allowing direct primaries 
for county officers where direct primaries 
are wanted is valid, because it does not at- 
tempt to define how. county nominations 
shall be made. 

It is possible that the senate end of the 
conference committee will return to Spripg- 
field next week in a state of mind more 
favorable to the Shurtleff bill, and to this 
provision in particular. The house side of 
the committee seems to be quite determined 
in its obstinacy to have the Shurtleff bill or 
nothing. In that case the breaking of the 
deadiock will be up to the senators. 

Attorney General Stea@ has answered the 
three questions put up to him by the con- 
ference committee yesterday. He gives his 
opinion that section 7 of the senate bill, if 
placed in the law as passed, will invalidate 
the entire act. This section is the one which 
would allow Chicago to continue holding 
primary elections in the old way—voting by 
primary districts instead of by election pre- 
cincts, as required of the rest of the state, 
and having different polling places for the 
different parties instead of requiring all par- 
ties to poll at one place. 


Chicago Exemption Wanted. 


This exemption for Chicago is badly want- 
ed by parts of the republican organization, 
but Mr. Stead’s adverse opinion is likely to 
bury it for good. He also has expressed his 
grave doubts of the validity of allowing one 
primary district to be created for county 
nominations and another for other nomina- 
tions. The committee has written to him 
explaining the plan in greater detail and has 
asked him to consider it further. 

With regard to placing an emergency 
clause in a bill which does not contain it 
now, Mr. Stead gives it as his opinion that 
the conference committee has this power. 

Gov. Deneen’s speech before the dental so- 
clety, in which he was reported as demanding 
direct primaries, caused a flurry in the morn- 
ing. The governor promptly said that he 
had been misunderstood, and that he had not 
specified what sort of a primary law should 
be enacted, merely asking the dentists 
through their organization to work for the 
passage of an adequate measure and ask 
their representatives to work for it.

presiding judge in assisting the jury to a 
right verdict. 


Judicial Temperament Needed. 


* Justice cannot be measured out with 
hard and fastrules. A judicial temperament 
is not found in the law books, and, unless na- 
ture has endowed him with it, he should not 
aspire to this most exacting position. A man 
fit to occupy the office of judge of the Munici- 
pal court must have by nature the judicial 
temperament, and broad humanitarian sym- 
pathies. 

The nominations for this office should be 
such that the public may be assured of the 
accomplishment of one of the main purposes 
of the constitutional amendment—namely: 
the abolishment of the evils of the present 
justice and constable system, and the estab- 
lishment of a high and ponarante judicial 
system in its place.” 


DEATH OF THE BEY OF TUNIS. 


Sidi Mohammed, Nominal Ruler of 
North African Kingdom, Dies at 
His Summer Palace. 


TUNIS, May 11.—Sidi Mohammed, bey of 
Tunis, died this evening at his summer pal- 
ace of complicated hemiphlegia, from which 
he had been a sufferer since 1004. His cousin, 
Mohammed El Nasr, succeeds Him. Sidi Mo- 
hammed was only the nominal ruler of Tunis, 
as the country has actually been ruled by 
France since 1881.

Twenty-four Companies in It. 
‘The case against the paper trust began, 
as stated, Dec. 27, 1904, when Frank B. Kel- 


‘logge of St. Paul and James M. Beck of New 


York, special counsel for the government, 
filed in the Circuit court a suit against the 
General Paper company and twenty-three 


paper manufacturing corporations in Wis- 


consin, Minnesota, and Michigan. The com- 
plaint alleged that the defendants, in viola- 
tion of the provisions of the Sherman act, 
entered into a conspiracy with each other 
to restrain trade and commerce among the 
several sates, and to control, regulate, and 
monopolize said commerce.. 

This was accomplished by organizing the 
General Paper Company of Chicago, with 
a capital stock of $100,000, divided into 1,000 
shares of $100 each. This stock was divided 
among the paper manufacturing corporations 
in the proportion of their average daily out- 
put of paper. Fach of the corporations en- 
tered inte a contract making the General 
Paper company its exclusive selling agent. 


Three Refuse to Answer. 


Testimony was taken for several months 
and finally three members of the trust— 
namely: C. I. MeNair of the Northwestern 
Paper company; A. C. Bossard of the Itasca 
Pg per company, and B. F. Nelson of the 
Heunepin Paper company, refused to answer 
further questions or to produce the books of 
thelr companies, on the ground that to do so 
would incriminate themselves. They were 
fi: ed $1,000 each and at once appealed to the 
United States Supreme court. 

The Supreme court, a few weeks ago, ruled 
in favor of the government. The court held 
in the cases of both the paper and tobacco 
trusts that the evidence was material and 
that the witnesses must answer the ques- 
tions. 

The three men named paid their fine today 
and Judge Sanborn ordered the dissolution 
of the trust. The case is a great victory for 
the government. 


Trust Threatens Publishers. 


Neenah, Wis., May 11.-—[(Special. The pa- 
per trust dissolved today by the federal court 
will be reorganized at once. 

The end of the General Paper company 
has come and its business will be closed up 
as soon as possible,” said James A. Kimberly 
of Neenah, president of the company, to- 
right. But the company will reorganize 
and will conduct its business Along different 
lines so as to conform precisely with the pro- 
visions of the Sherman anti-trust law.” 

Another paper manufacturer who has been 
a a eg member of the trust, said to- 
night: 

“I would not be at all surprised if print

Judges, Future by the Past. 

The pseudo-romanticists picture the world 
as cooling into a frigid mass which one day in 
the near future le to become uninhabitable,” 
said the speaker, but if we are to consider 
the past we must admit that the temperature 
of the earth has remained always withip the 
range where human life is possible. There- 
fore, it is only reasonable to suppose that the 
temperature in some parts of the globe will 
remain within that liferange. Of course, the 
atmosphere may change in certain parts of 
the world as it has. done, but it always will 
balance up. Once figs and tropical growths 
flourished in Greenland, while glaciers ex- 
tended into Indie. This was due to an ex- 
traordinary swing in temperature. The pres-. 
ent climatic conditions are due to à similar 
change, All these oscillations, however, 
have been kept in the narrow range for the 
perpetuity of life 


The earthquake is really only a trivial | 


phenomenon of the earth. The great ques-. 
tion for us is not what disasters impend, but 
what agencies ere likely to perpetuate life.” 


Land and Sea Co-operate. 

Prof. Chamberlin told how the land and 
sea cobperate to preserve life and the possi- 
bility of Mfe. 

„We cannot look with indifference on the 
future, concluded the speaker. The hu- 
man race really has just come into possesslon 
of the earth. The fact that the rocks and the 
animals have had their eras of prosperity is 
the basis for my belief that we shall have 
millions of years to work out our ideals of 
intellectuality. I believe the world will de 
inhabitable for millions of years.“

Dick,“ who di@d at Louisville today, was 
classed as the most famous colored trainer of 
thoroughbreds in America. He handled per- 
haps more noted turf performers than any 
other trainer of recent years. 

Brown began his turf career as a jockey 
for the late Robert A. Alexander, the founder 
of Woodburn stud, and won many races on 
such horses as The Beaten, Asteroid, Nor- 
folk, Merrill, and other sons and daughters 
of the mighty Lexington. ,When he grew too 
heavy to ride Brown brdnched out as a 
trainer, his first engagement being with Dan 
Swigert, for whom he handled King Fisher, 
Annette, Stockwood, Spendthrift, Lisbon, 
King Alfonso, Florence, Trinidad, Bikhorn, 
and others. 

‘* Brown Dick” also trained for Milton 
Young, R. C. Patee, Eugene Leigh, and Dr. 
J. D. Leet, being in partnership with the 
latter two as owners of Ben Brush, Plaudit, 
Handsome, La Creole, Penury, and Pente- 
cost. During 1887 and 1888 Brown was so 
successful at Washington park, Chicago, 
that he was charged with being at the head 
of a colored trust, controlling the negro 
jockeys and manipulating many races. 
These charges were not credited by the 
Jockey club.

At rat thought 30 le starting scapes, 
tion which Is made by the secretary of 
state to the of war that ‘the 
United States nas ‘the right, and will ex- 
ercise the right on | to interfere to 
suppress any revo tionary movement in. 
the republic of Pahama. It has not been 
the policy of the nation to interfere in the 
internal affairs of the Spanish-American 
states, nor has it been the usual thing for 
the secretary of war to remark, relative to 
a foreign power, that persons discontented 
with the government of a country should 
not be encouraged * attempt ta overthrow 
it on the supposition that the United 
States would not take steps to lend fts aid 
by armed force to suppress any insurrec- 
tion in any part of the republic. Such a 
statement is so close to an assertion of in- 
tention that revolutionists in Panama will 
probably take due notice and govern them- 
selves accordingly. 

The opinions of ‘the two secretaries are 
pretty well guarded. The United States 
is not assuming to protect the government 


of Panama from the results of its own in- 


difference and indiscretion. Nor would 
there be any Ifkelihood or any interference 
if the conditions were obviously in favor 
| of the revolutionists, as where liberty is 
placed in opposition to despotic acts, But 
if the government of Panama should de- 
clare fts inability to maintain peace and 
order and should ask the help of the 
United States, that help would be given 
cheerfully. — 

The theory behind this new diplomatic 
declaration is that the United States has 
the undoubted right to protect its property 
wherever that may be located. A revolu- 
tion outside the canal zone would have 
serious effects in disturbing conditions in 
the vicinity of the canal and would great- 
ly increase the difficulties which the coun- 
try has to face in connection with the con- 
struction of the great waterway. A revo- 
lution. in Panama is not a mighty up- 
heaval coming in response to the insistent 
demand of a long suffering people. It is 
an affair of an afternoon, one leader gain- 
ing temporary superiority over another, to 
give place, in turn, at the beginning of the 
next month to another aspiring general. 
If the e aken by the secretaries 
has no other result than a strengthening 
of the hands of the present government, 
with its accompanying development of the 
idea of permanency as opposed to auarchy 
and revolution, much good will have been 
accomplished. .The interests of the United 
States are too vast to permit of any un- 
necessary foolishness down by the canal 
zone. A tremendous project has been un- 
dertaken. The world wants to see it com- 
pleted for the benefit of the commerce of 
every nation. The United States will re- 
spect the rights ef. every people; ft will | 
not trample upon the government of any 
republic; but the rights of this @ountry | 
also must be regarded, and those rights 
include the protection of American prop- 
erty and the careful conservation of the 
wider interests of mankind which are in- 
volved in the constraction of the Panama 
camel. | 
There is no net for alarm on the part 
of other Latin-American diplomats. There 
is no general feeling in this country favor- 
able to any special participation in the 
affairs of those equntries.

THE PRICE OF ICE. 

At Toledo the grand jury has taken up an 
| investigation of the price of ice, There are 
in Toledo several companies dealing in 
natural ice and more than one company 
manufacturing ice. Without excéption 
these companies have advanced the price 
to double or slightly more than double last 
year’s price, This rise in price, simultane- 
ous and equal, seems to be the result of a 
combination, and already some indictments 
have been returned under the anti-trust law. 

Toledo is not the only city where there has 
been an advance in the price of ice. Chi- 
cago ice dealers announce a rise which is not 
as great proportionately as that in Toledo, 
but which results in a still higher cost to the 
consumer. The increased price is charged 
by all companies alike. The smaller com- 
panies, which, it would seem, ought to wel- 
come a chance to increase their business by 


‘underselling the larger companies so long, 
as they can doit ata good profit, consider it a 


better business policy to keep up the price. 
Here may be work for the grand jury. 
The price at which ice can be sold at a profit 
et the cars is said to be about $2aton. The 
retail price is about, $7 a ton, varying ac- 
cording to the amount used daily or weekly. 
The charge of $5 for distribution is exces- 
sive and could not be maintained if there 
were not an agreement among dealers. The 
known facts warrant a strong suspicion that 
Nlegal acts have been committed. The Cook 
county grand jury may wish to know if there 
is any plausible reason given by the men 
who control the ice supply for the increase 
in price 
There has been | a shortage in the amount 
ot natural ice, but that has not affected at all 
the cost of producing artificial ice and cer- 
tainly has not affected the large companies 
seriously. It has decreased the possible 
competition of a few of the small companies 
and has given amercusé forextortion. Com-

GOVERNMENT NULLIFYING ITSELF. 

There is a curious display of building 
activity near the Dante school, at Des- 
plaines and Forquer streets, which shows 
how one branch of government may indi- 
rectly nullity the aims of other branches. 
The Dante schoolhouse has no playground, 
and is in a erowded neighborhood where 
the west park commission has been 
strongly urged to establish a small park. 
The school board finally decided to pro- 
vide a limited playground there, and ac- 
quired the adjacent land for the purpose. 
Its method of disposing of the cheap 
buildings to be cleared away, however, is 
such that the establishment of the open 
space will actually increase the conges- 
tion of the adjacent neighborhood. 

The board as sold these buildings for 
small sums to to buyers who are moving 
them on to the rear of nearby lots or 
crowding them in at other points among 
existing houses, $0 as to occupy, in some 
cases, practically all of the previously un- 
occupied area of the lets. Thus, while 
the park boards are spendiug money at 
different points to clear slum areas and to 
give people more light, air, and free space 
to live in, the school board is indirectly 
promoting congestion and bad housing, 
The purchasers, too, of these cheap and

THE RADICAL SENATE. 

The senate is astonishing the country. It 
bas been converted to railroad regulation 
and is displaying the unmeasured zeal of the 
convert. It is leaving the house far behind 
In the enactment of remedial legislation. It 
seems to be trying to become the popular 
branch of the national legislature. 

Day before yesterday the senate adopted 
an amendment to undo the cunning work of 
Senator Dikine and restore the imprison- 
ment penalty of the original interstate com- 
merece act. Congress was persuaded to 
strike out the provision. by the argument 
that nobody had been sent to prison for 
violating the law, that nobody ever would 
be, and that the law would be made more 
effective by letting the imposition of a fine 
be the only penalty. The public at first ac- 
cepted the argument as sound. It hae re- 
versed its opinion. It has come to the con- 


clusion that the fear of imprisonment will 


have more effect on wealthy and prominent 
lawbreakers than the fear of a fine: It is 
true nobody was sent to prison under the act 
of 1887, but the laws are being enforced 
with a vigor previously unknown. If Sen- 
ator Elkins’ bad work {s undone and the 
imprisonment penalty revived there will be 
prosecutions and convictions. 

Another excellent amendment is the one 
imposing the penalty of imprisonment and 
a heavy fine against shippers who secure 


{ rebates. The railroads have pleaded in 


their defense that they have often been 
coerced by the trusts into giving rebates. 
Doubtless that has been true in many in- 
stances. In such cases the sinful shipper is 
even more deserving of punishment than 
the carrier. If they were both to go to 
prison for lawbreaking the shipper would 
be more timid about asking for rebates and 
the carrier might muster up courage to re- 
fuse to give them. 

The house will concur with pleasure in 
ali the strenuous amendments which the 
senate may make. Probably it would have 
embodied some of them in its bill if it had 
not been afraid of making its measure too 
radical for senatorial digestion. Such fears 
would have been untimely. The senate has 
lapsed into a radical mood, The railroads 
seem to have lost their senatorial friends,

The former Princess Adolph Wrede, the 
prima donna or divette—whichever my read- 
ers like to call her—is by birth a Viennese, 
Gaughter of a small shopkeeper named Mal- 
daner, and married about twenty years ago 
a Dr. Dobrinski of Austrian Poland. Both 
were Roman Catholics, but on migrating to 
Russia joined the Greek church and became 
naturalized as Muscovite citizens. Subse- 
quently they quarreled, and the doctor ob- 
tained a divorce from the Russian ecclesi- 
astical courts. On the strength of this the 
woman a couple of years later contracted at 
Paris a marriage with the Bavarian Prince 
Wrede, who only lived with her a short time, 
and then abandoned her on the ground that 
he had discovered that the ecclesiastical 
court at St. Petersburg had exceeded its 
powers in granting a legal dissolution of the 
marriage contracted by two Roman Catholics 
in Austria before being naturalized in Russia. 
On this plea the prince obtained from the 
tribunals of his country—namely: Bavaria— 
a decree declaring his marriage with Mme. 
Dobrinski to be nulkand void. The Bavarian 
courts took the view that at the time of 
Prince Wrede's marriage to the woman her 
union with her first husband, Dr. Dobrinski, 
had not been legally dissolved, and that in 
fact she remains to this day, in the eyes of 
the law, the wife of the physician. The 
French courts declined, however, to register 
this Bavarian decree of dissolution, and the 
consequence is that today Prince Adolph 
Wrede is a bigamist in the eyes of the French 
law, and the Austrian divette is considered 
his lawful wife, while the woman of klepto- 
maniac habits is looked upon as his belle 
amie r than as his wife. Everywhere 
else in Hurope the Songstress’ use of the title 
of Princess Adolph Wrede is treated as an 
unlawful usurpation, and she herself looked 
upon as a pseudo noblewoman and as an ad- 
venturess. From all of which it will appear 
that both the one and the other of the Prin- 
cesses Adolph Wrede are subject to caution.

It was their maternal grandmother, 
Countess Edmond Hatzfeldt, whose senga- 
tional divorce from her husband was one of 
the causes celebres of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and first brought into prominence her 
lawyer, Ferdinand Lassalle, whe afterwards 
became the leader of the socialist party and 
was killed in a duel, brought about by an 
unfortunate love affair with the daughter of 
a Bavarian diplomat, a woman who subse- 
quently lived for many yearsin this country. 

The Hatzfeldts formed part of the German 
so-called Uradel —that is to say, of the 
aristocracy who were nobles before the in- 
‘auguration of monarchy in Germany. They 
take their name from the ancient castle of 
Hatzfeldt, situated on the banks of the river 
Edder, im Hesse, and have played an im- 
portant role in Buropean history. Melchoir 
von Hatzfeldt was one of the most cele- 
brated commanders in the thirty years’ war; 
Prince Louis Hatzfeldt, intrusted by the first 
Napoleon with the civil administration of 
Berlin, after the battle of Jena, was discov- 
ered in the act of betraying the French and 
was sentenced to be shot. His wife, however, 
threw herself at the feet of the emperor, who 
was so much moved by her entreaties that he 
placed all the incriminating correspondence 
in her hands, exclaiming as he did so: Your 
husband is free! There are no longer any 
proofs against him!“ 

Countess Montignoso, the divorced wife of 
the presem king of Saxony, and who is still 
living in Florence, has just met with a seri- 
ous accident there, having badly fractured 
her leg by a fall.

rate from wounds was 12 per 1,000. Exclud- 
ing cases of immediately > fatal wounds it 
appears that the cases admitted to hospital 
for sickness outnumbered those admitted 
for wounds by no less a margin than 20 to 1. 

If our own experience is not convincing 
enough, there is no lack of corroboration. 
Among the French troops engaged in the 
Crimea 75,000 died of disease and but 20,000 
of wounds; if the French expedition to Mada- 
gascar in 1895 only seven men were killed by 
the enemy, but out of a total of 23,000 en- 
gaged there fell to maladies contracted on 
service no fewer than 7,500, or almost 33 
per cent. 

Upon two occasions only does history tell 
of a campaign in which the disease death 
rate was lower than the wound death rate. 


Ot these occasions the first was the Franco- 


Prussian war of 1870-1871, during which the 
deaths from disease amounted to 18.6 per 
1,000, while the deaths from wounds reached 
83.7 per 1,000. This, however, is explained 
by the author of the essay under notice on 
the score of the brevity of the campaign, the 
constant movement of the troops, and the 
favorable character of the season of the 
year. None of these benign characteristics 
marked the second and great exception to 
the rule, the present army of Japan. Through- 
out a long and arduous campaign, conducted 
under climatic conditions of quite exceptional 
rigor, the Japanese are reckoned to have 
lost by sickness 15,300 men, as against 57,150 
killed in battle or subsequently dead of in- 
jury. Much remains to be done before we 
can hope to vie with the excellence of the 
military hygiene of the Japanese, and all 
students of the question may be commended 
to Dr. Dewar’s essay, which embodies a wide 
personal experience of military service with 
@ practical moderation too rarely seen in 
specialists. 


| JAPAN'S LESSON TO ENGLAND 


„ HA. Maurice Low, in the June Forum.] 

It has been remarked that history is made 
rapidly these days, and nowhere do events 
move with more dramatic swiftness than in 
the far east. If any one had predicted even 
two years ago that Japan would have felt 
her military pSsition strong enough to ad- 
vise Great Britain to put her military house 
in order and bring it up to modern require- 
ments that prophet would have been scouted 
as too fantastic to be worthy the respect of 
serious men. But that is exactly what has 
happened. In the Japanese house of repre- 
sentatives, in February, Mr. Oishi, one of the 
leaders of the progressive party, asked Ger 
Terauchi, the minister of war, in the course 
of the debate on the military budget, to what 
extent the Japanese army would have to 
ve increased in view of the obligations im- 
posed upon Japan by the terms of the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty. The British army, Mr. 
Oishi added, was not up to the standard of 
the British navy, and he asked the minis- 
ter of war if that fact did not indicate the 
necessity for improvement in order that 
there might be no one sided responsibility. 
Gen. Terauchi briefly replied that the two 
governments would confer on the subject, 
and the matter was then dropped. 

This “disregard of the common rules of 
international courtesy,“ to quote the London 
Daily Mail, was sharply criticised by the 
English press, the general feeling being ex- 
pressed by the Daily News that “it is not 
an agreeable pill for a proud people to swal- 
low. But Japan has too much at stake to 
let any false delicacy stand betweem her and 
disaster. If Japan has to take part in help- 
ing to safeguard India she naturally wants 
to feel that the sole responsibility is not 
thrown upon her shoulders; and Japanese 
statesmen have only to read the English 
newspapers, follow the debates in parlia- 
ment, and heed the warnings of such an em- 
inent military authority as Lord Roberts 
to become convinced that Great Britain is 
as militarily deficient now as she was when 
she plunged with such light heart into the 
South African war and Pretoria was only a 
handstretch away. 


CHECKS AND BANK NOTES MUCH ALIKE 
From Moody's Magazine. ] 

In all banking transactions in the United 
States, metallic and paper money are used 
only to the extent of about 6 per cent of the 
whole. As to the other 94 per cent, the 
place of money is taken by checks on banks, 
bank drafts, and other like instruments of 
exchange. 

Business in the United States is conse- 
quently done to this great percentage by 
bank machinery, which has grown to its 
present perfection as a result of the opera- 
tions and development of commerce, con- 
trolled by the laws of trade. If this bank 
machinery did not exist, it would be nec- 
essary to use the actual money in every 
transaction. This overwhelming proportion 
of business is done by the banks safely and 
smoothly, in fabulous amounts, and with 
immense economy. 

Actual coin is used to the extent of about 
1 to 1% per cent; paper money to the extent 
of about 4% per cent; but the other 94 per 


cent is just as much in effect money as if it 


were actual coin. It may, for the purposes 
of indication, be called check money. 
Check money is used in the larger, and pa- 
per money and coin in the smaller business 
transactions, 

There is, in fact, little difference between 
check money and the true bank note. The 
first is an order of the depositor on a bank 
to pay a larger sum; the second is an order 
of a bank on itself to pay a smaller sum; 
in effect there is no difference. One is pay- 
able to order, and the other to bearer. One 
is as safe as the other; as convenient and as 
justifiable. As has been stated, trade in the 
United States is today using check money 
to an extent of 94 per cent out of 100 per 
cent of its transactions. What would be the 
objection to giving it the privilege of using 
4% per cent more, and, with the added safe- 
guard of a guaranty fund, allowing it to 
furnish all the paper money needed, through 
perfect machinery adapted for the purpose 
and perfected in the course of a most suc- 
cessful experience in other countries for 
many. years?

Now we see the basaltic cone of Landskron 
rising from the valley of the rapidly flowing 
Ahr, home of the pale pink wine. Running 
along the bank we get the general effect of 
Seven mountains, a genuine brotherhood of 
peaks, cones, and ridges, which always ap- 
pear in company from whatever point in the 
landscape you view them. The picturesque 
Drachenfels also is visible. At Rolandseck 
we find a well of romance. The location of 
the place is of itself poetical, and beautiful 
villas add to ite natural beauties the cultiva- 
tion of luxuriant gardens. And near it 
perched on the steep basaltic rock 344 feet 
above the Rhine, is the arch of Roland, which 
is reputed to be part of the castle which 
Charlemagne’s paladin—who, by another ac- 
count, fell at the battle of Roncesvallies— 
built on the spot, moved by a great unhappi- 
ness in love. 

The legend has a distinctly German flavor. 
The brave knight, Roland, searching the 
Rhine for laudable adventure, came to the 
castle of Drachenburg, where the lord of the 
Seven mountains lived. In accordance with 
the custom of the times and country, the fair 
maid, Hildegunde, the host's young daughter, 
welcomed her father’s guest with an offering 
of fish and bread and wine. 
with each other at first sight, and presently 
were betrothed. But Charlemagne sum- 
moned Roland to take part in the crusades. 
Time passed and Hildegunde learned, after 
many months of anxious waiting, that her 
lover had been taken by the infidels and 
killed. Broken with grief she took refuge 
in the nunnery which stood on the island of 
Nounenwerth, which we see out there in the 
river. Then the paladin, who had been 
wounded, came back to claim his bride, only, 
to find that she was lost from him forever. 
In his despair he bullt a castle on the heighta 
above the nunnery, and there he lived, alone, 
watching always for chance glimpses of the 
form of his beloved as she went and came 
from the chapel of the cloister. One day he 
missed her. The tolling of the nunnery bell, 
and the funetal procession across the nun- 
nery garden apprised him of the truth, that 
she whom he loved was dead. Roland never 
spoke again. Though he lived a little while, 
his heart was broken, and at last they found 
him dead with his face turned toward the 
convent chapel. 

It ie not far from here to Godesberg. which 
is situated on the Rhine at the point where 
the valley begins to widen. "Tis in a happy 
region, exuberant and fertile.

need for money to maintam the institution 
of his earldom. Lucys father has money, 
but he has always concealed that circum- 
stance as being imimaterial—even irrelevant. 
He prefers modest living, and wishes his 

daughter to be loved for her own self. These 
ideas, excellent though they appear to be, 
are the means of wrecking Lucy’s happiness 
and of bringing her life to an ultimate end. 
For the earl, harassed on every side by 
those who wish him to be faithful to the re- 
sponsibilities entailed by hie title, his estate, 
and his position, marries a rich American 
girl—who has nes, but lost her lover by 
death. 

Carniston may seem, by thie inadequate 
survey, to have teen a contemptibly weak 
character—and he was, indeed, weak enough 
to prove the undoing of a really valiant and 
charming heroine. But it has been the 
author’s task to prove that circumstances 
may be too much for a man, and Mr. Palmer 
has really wrought that conviction in the 
mind of the reader. He has done it by un- 


such a comprehension of the delights of free- 
dom and democracy, by placing him in the 
far west, where all men are equal and elate, 
that he promises for a time to entertain the 
reader with a spectacle of an eloping pair 
of loverm But this exhilarating promise ls 
quenched in gloomy reality. A conniving 
American mother and a conservative English 
solicitor bear the heavy role of villains— 
unintentionally—and Carniston goes, with a 
sad bride, a leaden heart, and a bad con- 
science, to rule over his paternal acres. As 
for Lucy, she dies—although she fights to 
Mve. Mr. Palmer has created one young 
American who is successful, generous, and 
honorable, but he is so excessive that it is 
evident he gets on Mr. Palmer’s nerves.

His Connection with Traders’. 

The history of Mr. Mitchell’s connection 
with the Traders’ company as learned from 
his friends was this: 

In the earlier years of the Illinois Trust 
and Savings bank, George Sturges was its 
largest depositor and was one of the founders 
of the Traders’ Insurance company. Mr. 
Sturges’ influence in the Illinois Trust and 
his friendship for John J. Mitchell led him 
to bring about the election of Mr. Mitchell 
to the presidency of the bank. Some years 
ago he told Mr. Mitchell he wanted him to go 
on the board of directors of the Traders’ in- 
surance company. He didn’t expect Mr. 
Mitchell to know anything about the insur- 
ance business, but he wanted the company to 
have the benefit of his advice in making in- 
vestments. Fifty shares of Traders’ stock 
were placedjin Mr. Mitchell’s name, although 
he was not the legal owner of any. shares. 
He was made vice president of the company. 
Within the last two years he has had little 
or nothing to do with its affairs, the company 
being largely directed in its investments by 
T. J. Lefens. Consequently, when the Cali- 
fornia trouble came on it was not consid- 
ered necessary to consult Mr. Mitchell. 

But rather than have had a Chicago com- 
pany fail in its obligations in view of the 
manner in which fire ineurance companies’ 
shareholders in 1871 made great sacrifices 
to pay their Chicago policies, it is said Mr. 
Mitchell would gladly have contributed with- 
out any €xpectation of return, a quarter of 
a million dollars, because his name had been 
used inethe list of officers. 


Banks Have Own Examiner. 

The Clearing House association yesterday 
ratified the appointment of James B. Mo- 
Dougal ae special ezaminer for the associa- 
tion. He will begin his duties on June 1. 
Mr. McDougal will report directly to the 
clearing house committee. The advantage of 
the clearing house having an examiner of its 
own lies in the fact that he will report all 
loans and their character made by the banks. 
State and national examiners do not do this 
and the clearing house has not known the 
nature of loans except those in excess of 10 
per cent of the capital stock. It has been 
possible for any bank to exceed by millions 
the 10 per cent Umit through distributing 
loans under that amount to a series of indi- 


credit of a single borrower. While such acts 
might have been known to the controller of 
the currency or the state auditor, the clearing 
house did not know of them, otherwise quick 
corrective action would have followed. 

Now that the banks have their own ex- 
aminer, who will apprise them of every 
‘irregularity, there will be no excuse for im- 
proper banking methods being permitted to 
develop or flourish. Forany bank failures in 
Chicago in the future the Chicago Clearing 
House association: itself will be to blame. 
According to the rules of the association, it 
may examine at any time any member or any 
bank clearing through a member. If it 
doesn’t enforce its own principles it will be 

responsible for the results.

Bank Statement Forecast. 


Known movements of money for the week 
show a gain in cash by the New York banks 
of $5,101,500.

The remainder is from the sub- 
treasury. While the subtreasury record 
shows that the banks lost $400,000 it does 
not credit them with $2,466,500 gold coin re- 
ceived from Europe. 


Walsh Railroads. 

It is understood that negotiations for the 
gale of the Walsh railroads will now be ac- 
tively taken up and the properties be disposed 
of. It is the sentiment of the banks that the 
matter has dragged long enough. There is 
evidently no intention on their part of hold- 
ing the properties and completing the Chica- 
go Southern. As Mr. Walsh's friends have 
not seen fit to come forward, the banks will 
make the best bargain they can.
